Senator Turley was among the sepators
who dissented from the view that Clark
could have heen uninformed of the fact
that money was belng used to promote his
eloction and he made one of the most vig-
orous talks of the serles ln view of an ad-
verse report.

Dierent Shades of Opinton,

The ballot was not taken untll all the
members present had expressed themselves
upon the question, some of them speaking
at some length and all expressiog different
shades of opinion.

Seuator Harris of Kunsas (ndicated the
most pronounced leanuning toward lenlency
for Mr. Clark. He dld not express any
doubt that thers had been & Isvish ex-
